l was a rather cold and dreary Sun-| 
| day, with the east wind cutting into

But yesterday Mme. Calve played nuth- 
ing but the part of a woman, with all 
Atlanta as her stage, with exists and en- 
trances in the suburbs, until the gamut 
of the noted visitor reached from the 
green fields and peaceful homes of Brook- 

ood to the armyville of Atlanta which 
les at Fort MoPherson. And Decause 
Mme. Calve was ‘by birth a native of 
France, and by circumstance and training 
the greatest actress and singer of modern 
times, what she did, her every little ex- 
pression and her every glance was one of 
real and diamatic interest. At least, it 
served in hurrying the most exclusive of 
the social set on Peachtree to the win- 
dows when the report was circulated that 
she was journeying that way, and made 
staid and prominent citizens forget their 
Sunday newspapers when it was an- 
nounced by the watchers that she was 
passing that way. 

There were severa] Atlanta and West 
Point railroad men who were present 
when Mme. Calve arrived to look after 
the arrangement of her private car, which 
is also named “Calve.’’ . It is in this 
car, as luxuriously fitted and furnished as 
a@ palace, that she lives during the entire 
time she is en tour, with such a retinue 
of maids and servants as would seem to 
solve the servant problem, if numbers 
count for anything. And among these 
a French maid, Jeanette, with such music 
in her every turn as !ives only in the 
stiffiy starched lingerle of Paris and 
brings up such pictures of broad boule- 
vards ang the world's capitol of pleasure 
as are suggested only by those who have 
been both born and bred within the shad- 
ows of the Luxembourg. As for the 
other servants, they are all as Frenchy 
as a Georgia chicken cooked and served 
in one of the little flat earthen pots ‘en 
eacerole,”’ which. by the way. happened 
to ®e among the delicacies that found 
great favor in the mind of the diva. in 
fact, Jeanette, petit Jeanette herself re- 
marked to Petaire, madame was dee- 
lighted (with such strenuous accent that 
it would seem that President Roosevelt 
himself In his enjoyment of this word 
was nothing more than n plagjarist and a 
thunder thief of this same French maid). 

Mme, Calve had conferred. with one 
or two of the railroad men, at which 
time the reporter was also present, re- 
garding the placing of her private car. 
She was most gracious and delight- 
fully effusive, which only the French 
can be without suggestion of patronage 
or flattery, and was as appreciative of 
their every attention in regard to the 
moving of the car as though she did 
wat pay the ransom of a princess for 
the privilege of living in this manner 
en tour.

How to Pronounce “Atlanta.”’ 


Just to hear her say “Atlanta” with 
the accent strong on the final syllable, 
is to make every citizen realize what 
a beautiful city he lives in. Although 
one of the railroad men insisted on pro- 
nouncing it in the right way for her 
‘benefit, the diva refused to take the 
suggestion.

For which they were repaid with a 
smile from the maid that would make

the central section of the state, and wh») 
of iate has devoted a great deal of 
thought and space to the cotton mills 
and the naval stores products of the 
south, has made the open and unquali- 
fied statement that southgrn people who 
possess the great yellow pine are wast- 
ing millions of ‘wealth in the present 
method of sapping the trees. He has 
made a close study, with the result that 
his writings in the future on the turpen- 
tine interests of the pine belt are to be 
concerned with improvements in the 
present cuttings. 

His suggestions made since coming t? 
Macon have been eye openers to those 
who own large land‘and timber interests 
in the state. The wonder now is that 
the naval stores owners are proceeding 
with the old methods, and are. cuttinz 
the young pines with deep boxes, so that 
when the least windstorm occurs the re- 
sult is tan immense waste of timber. The 
trees are either blown down or burned 
so that they are ruined from the inju- 
rious cutting or chipping done to secure 
the turpentine. 

“Georgia has lost wealth beyond com- 
prehension in this one product,”’ said Mr. 
Brannon. “And it {gs most remarkable 
that no means of saving the tree aas 
been hrought into play. In France, 
where the same custom is followed, they 
have for many years sapped the pins 
in a manner that produced a hundred. 
fold better results, and the trees are 
in the end never permanently injured. 
The man who comes forward with plans 
to secure tne sap from the pjne tree .n 
this country and puts it to wide use ‘s 
to be the man of real wealth in the fu- 
ture wnen on account of the waste of 
the present and past the pine will he 
scarce.”’ 

It has been suggested that the great 
turpentine interests of Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama, Louisiana and Texas are uSsu- 
ally in the hands of foreign capital and 
labor is employed to sap the pine not 
with a view of preservation, but with 
the purpose of securing the greatest 
quantity of rosin and spirits in the 
shortest possible time. Mr. Bannon's 
talk with Macon owners will at least 
cause a close investigation of the meth- 
ods for sapping the pine that do not 
result in its total destruction. The idea 
that the tree will stand bleeding for 
many years, provided it is done properly. 
is to some extent a new one, even in 
this section, where great wealth has 
been devoted to the naval stores inter- 
ests. 


BRIEF FOR THE PROTECTORY. 


Crawford Jackson Argues in 

Favor of Central Juvenile 
Home. 

Rev. Crawford Jackson, chairman of 

the Central Juvenile Protection commit- 

tee, has furnished the following: 


“1l. The first and quite sufficient rea- 
son is found in the fact that there are 
hundreds and no doubt thousands of de- 
linguent children in the south for whom 
no provision whatever is made either by 
the state or philanthropists. 

“2. The state of Georgia and other 
states ‘having reformatories can only 
care for a limited number of the more 
criminal juveniles 
brought before the courts. The great 
majority of wayward children, even 
though they violate municipal and state 
laws, are never arrested nor tried; and 
should not be. 

“3. The state of Georgia having made 
provision for only !25 young lawbreak- 
ers, has determined by legislative en- 
actment to place them on the “state 
prison farm,’ near Milledgeville, a most 
deplorable mistake, according to the 
sanctified intelligence of a majority of 
our best citizens. The boys will real- 
ize that they are going to prison and 
will return into society with the odium 
of ex-convicts resting upon them. 

“4. A few scattering institutions in 
the south of like character are handi- 
capped by similar drawbacks or other 
serious objections. A leading lawyer in 
an adjoining state, deeply interested in 
such children, said, ‘Our state reforma- 
tory is next to nothing.’ 

“A prominent minister in another 
state writes, ‘Please advise her @ lady 
inquiring on behalf of a white boy sen- 
tenced to three months in the convict 
camps) as to the possible way for get- 
ting such a boy into a reformatory, if 
you know any. Of course I shall have 
to say there is no such institution in 
Florida, for the thing of that name at 
Marianna, Fla. is mfscalled.’ 

‘“& wise lady. working constantly for 
chanceless children, came about 300 miles 
to the chairman of this committee, ask- 
ing a place for a number of children

in that state, saying, ‘I cannot con- 
scientiously send any child to our siale 
reformatory.’ 


“Some states in reach of the Central 
Juvenile protectory have made no pro- 
vision for wayward children, and oth- 
ers, like the ones referred to, have al- 
together insufficient provision. 

“§ Politics has been the bane af 
many of these institutions elsewhere 
when under municipal, state or federal 
control. A good man may be in charge 
today, but by an honest vote or a false 
accusation, he may be out tomorrow, 
and an incompetent man in his respon- 
sible place. 

“6. If there were no political corrup- 
tion or mismanagement, the state is ai- 
ways hampered by the lack of funds, 
the demands being so heavy in so many 


other directions. 

‘Besides the most successful institu- 
tions in the country notably in the 
north for the correction and proper 
training of these upfortunate children 
are private and philanthropic, as well 
as the majority of such institutions. 

“7. The Central Juvenile protectory 


hopes to avoid the blunders pointed out 
above, and to have an institution worth 
while, homelike, industr ial and some- 
what commensurate with the needs of 
this large class of children, and draw- 
ing its necessary funds from various 
sources, states and sections. 

“Crime is more expensive than educa- 
tion. During the year 1900 the cost 
of criminal procedure in the United 
States amounted io the stariling figure 
of $600.000.000. That year there was a 
criminal population of 100,000 Thus, 
each criminal cost the country $6,000. 
During the same vear, 1900, there was 
a school population of 15,000,000 ‘that 
is, !50 times more than the criminal 
population). The cost of education ta 
the country was $'65,000.000, little 
more than one-forrth of what our crimi- 
nals cost us. But what is m ost start- 
ling of all is the contrast between the 
per capita cost of the criminal and the 


school child. Each criminal costs 
$6,000 per yeur, earth school child costs

‘PLEA FOR ABOLITION 
| OF TRAPPINGS OF WOE 


; 


N making a plea for the abolition of 
mourning, it is far from my inten- 
tention to wound the susceptibilities 

of mourners or to be harsh upon those 
who seem to derive some peculiar com- 


hope to subvert a custom 
| which has been in existence for so many 
| centuries. Says Dr. J. Stenson Hooxer 
in The London Express. 

The present system of mourning ‘m- 
poses a heavy tax upon, at al! events, the 
poor and middle class. It is said that 


some eight or ten millions are spent on 
funerals in Eggland annually, and be it 
remembered that among the class men- 
tioned the extra, and sometimes quite 
unexpected, expense comes at a time 
when it can least wel! be met. It ‘nav 
be after the lingering illness of one who 
has hitherto supported the family has 
already depleted the littl savings to a 
vanishing point. 

But under al! circumstances, the family 
—and it may be a large one—think it 2 
necessity to be elothed from head to 
foot in new black «clothes. Surely it is 
bad finance. Surely this expenditure is 
not justified. 

But, unfortunately, it Is among tha 
very poor that we find the last shilings 
spent in this way; there seems to be a 
pride among them which forces them to 
bedeck themselves in black from head to 
foot. Said one old lady to a friend: “Tt 
was a beautiful funera!, and we were all 
as black as crows.” 

But not only do the poor suffer in th'‘s 
way but the great mass of middle-class; 
people also. To these it is a serious item 
of additional expenditure. We mrust in- 
clude in our cabeulations the whole of the 
great middle-class upon whom the tax 
falls with a heavy thud, The money thus 
spent on this useless black clothing 
should have gone towards more pressing 
and more necessary things. 

Let me consider the point briefly frdém 
the sentimental and religious aspects, Lt 
will, I am aware, at once be said that we 
must show “‘respect’’ to the dead. Let 
us ask ourselves in the first place, plain- 
ly and candidly, is this the real reason 
of covering ourselves in black? 

Sometimes, is it not, if we tell the 
truth, simply and solely because of our 
inherent love of custom,” our desire not 
to be thought “‘peculiar,”’ our fear of not 
being as other men? Or, it may be, that 
we have a fixed intention of nursing our 
grief; we prefer to hug it to our heart 
and resent the suggestion of anyone who 
perchance might hint to us that this was 
not true sentiment, not true religion. 

“Y find a great comfort In wearing black 
and sitilng thinking of my dear depart- 
ed one,’’ is often said. But one would 
have greater comfort and mucn more sat- 
isfaction if, instead of thus nursing one's 
own grief, one would go Out into the icy 
world and try to assuage the grief 
someone else. 

I admit that it is very natural-to grieve 
for the loss of the loved one; it is hu- 
man: but, for all that, we need not mourn 
in black; we need not display our griet 
as we walk the public thoroughfares; 
least of all need we mourn as though the 
dead are gone from us eternally, 

And what hypocrisy wearing al] black 
for mourning often is. We doit ‘for the 
sake of appearances,’ because everybody 
elsé goes it. .When shall we be brave 
enough to withstand the slings and ar- 
rows of our acquaintances ang go forth 
Strong in Our own individuality, living 
our OWn life and not.that of other people, 
following no custom, and wearing no ap- 
parel that does not appeal to our reason 
nor accord with our ethics? 

let us exercise our own individuality 
in this as in all other matters: it is our

Now, $1.22 per acne does not appear 
to be a large loss; but it will appear 
larger when the figures are applied to 
the resulting loss ‘from using the whole 
of the crushed seed from a 100-bale crop 
of cotton. Such a crop would yield 50 
tons of seed, and the loss would amount 
to $61.

I wil) state that I do not desire to 
raise rye to cut for the grain for a money 
crop. I am enthusiastic on the subject of 
raising pea hay and will sow several. 
acres this year. I am saving every bit of 


manure that I can make and will ma- | 


nure every hill of corn that I plant and 
will manure my cotton as far as it goes 
with manure saved on the farm, 
Answer—I know of no “get-rich-quick” 
plan of farming, meaning to make the 
land rich quickly, except by the use of 
large quantities of stable manure, Of 


1,157 course when a man can get thousands of 
tons of stable manure he can bring his 


land up to a very high condition in a 
very short time, even in one year. But 
even that is not to be thought of because 
such quantities of stable manure are not 
procurable. I cannot do better than to 
recommend to you the three or four-year 
rotation that I have so often referred to 
and described in the bulletins of the sta- 
tion and in the farm department of The 
Constitution. The essence of the system 
is the regular rotation of crops, llberal 
fertilizing of all the crops except corn, 
and the use of well balanced fertilizers 
in connection with, as far as possible, 
Stable manure, 

The idea of tmproving land by sowing 
it in rye is expedient only where a man 
is not willing te fertilize liberally so as 
to make more remunerative crops. Rye 
is recommended by some because it does 
not require expensive seeding and it will 
grow On poor land, but I assure you you 
cannot cultivate anything satisfactorily 
on the land immediately following the 
plowing under of a rank growth of rye or 
other crop. It makes a very obdurate 
turf and rather difficult to handle. A 
much better way is_to adopt a three-year 
rotation as fol ; First year, small 
grain, chiefly oatS “sown in October ac- 
cording to our “open furrow” plan and 
liberally fertilized ag directed in press 
Rulletin 45. The oats and other small 
grain should be followed by peas mod- 
erately fertilized with acid phosphate and 
some form of potash and the vines 
converted into hay, In the fall the pea 
lstubble {1s to be turned under and the 
ground harrowed once or twice during the 
winter and the following year planted 
in cotton liberally fertilized with formula 
No. 2 and using the very best variety of 
cotton obtainable. 

The following year, which will be the 
third year, the land should be planted in 
corn and fertilized with formula No. |, 
applying not exceeding 300 pounds to the 
acre on upland. You may extend this 
system of three years to four years by 
planting two crops of small grain in suc- 
gession on the same land, each followed 
by a crop of cow peas to be converted 
into hay. 

To answer your questions as numbered, 
t will say as follows: 

|. It will probably pay to sow cotton 
land in rye in the fal] of the year, -to be 
turned under early in the spring, because 
the rye will take up the unassimilated 
plant food left by the cotton crop and 
will.retain it in its tissues until spring. 
The quantity of vegetable matter sup- 
plied by the rye will not amount to much 
even if turned ulfder in time to plant the 
land in corn or cotton or other crop. 

2. If you plant the land in corn or 
cotton you witl be compelled to turn the 
rye under not later than the Ist of April, 
so as to plant the corn or cotton early 
in May. It does not injure the iand to 
turn under a crop Of grain made in early 
summer, but it injures the crop that im- 
medtatelly follows it; that is, no crop will 
grow well immediately after a large 
quantity of green matter has been turned 
under, 

I trust that you get the general idea of 
rotation, which involves div@iing your 
outlined farm lands into three parts, de- 
voting one-third each to small grain and 
peas, cotton and corn. Also involves the 
using of an abundance of stable manure 
as far as can be had and breeding and 
feeding animals from the surplus forage 
and grain crgps of the farm. Read the 
repiy tO "Joe A. F.,”” under the caption 
“Rotation of Crops."’ 

SORD NOSE OR CANKER OF PIG. 

H. R. Knox, Haynesville, La.—About 
four weeks ago, one of my meat hogs 
was taken with difficulty in breathing. 
T had it caught and examined. I found 
its snout was sore. I applied some lye 
soap. Its breathing got all right, but 
in a week or two I noticed its hide was 
bursting open, like it was scalded in 
Places. Now, it has places from the 
size of a silver dollar to the size of your 
two hands that the hide has bursted up 
and dropped off, leaving raw places, as 
if it had been cut off with a knife. Its 
ears seemed to be crisped, and both of 
them came off about half way to its 
head. The hog is perfectly healthy; 1. e., 
it eats as hearty as it ever did, and in 
good order. It will weight !80 or 200 
pounds, 

Answer—Your pig has what is known 
as ‘“‘sore nose’’ in its first stage, finally 
developing into canker, and it is likely 
to result fatally. It is a corntagious 
parasitic affection (something like a 
mange insect), and the first thing to do 
to keep the sick hog away from 
others.

Answer—I do not recall previous letter, 
but presume I got the idea that yours 
was a good garden soll not particularly 
needing nitrogen. Now you state that it 
is “quite thin.” That accounts suffi- 
ciently for your failure. Make a mixture 
of equal parts of acid phosphate, kainit 
ang cotton meal; or 333 pounds each of 
the acid and meal and 80 pounds of mu- 
rlate of potash and apply at least that 
much per acre, on the ‘‘quite thin’ land 
for beans. One thousand pounds each of 
acid phosphate and cotton mea! and 250 
pounds of muriate of potash will make a 
good mixture for sugar cane. In both 
cases (the beans and the cane) put the 
fertilizers in the soil at least two weeks 
before planting and mix well with the 
soll of the furrow. Also in poth 
cases apply 50 pounds nitrate soda per 
acre after plants are up and growing as 
a top dressing. 


“FOLLOWED YOUR DIRECTIONS.” 

I. T. F., Clayton, Ala.—Last year i 
followed your directions in planting and 
fertilizing corn. I used your formula in 
fertilizing, between 200 and 300 pounds 
to the acre. [| did not do as you di- 
rected in putting it out, but when I 
planted. my corn, then TI put out my 
fertilizer. You directed it to be put out 
about two weeks before. My corn looked 
well until it began to tassel and silk, 
then it fired and had a great many 
barren stalks. Would it have fired if I 
had followed your directions Was is 
exhaustion, or did the fertilizer fire it? 
Answer—You say, ‘Last year I followed 
your directions in planting and fertilizing 
corn,”” and then immediately admitted 
that you did not follow them. However, 
it was not a very serious omission, and 
I presume you did so because you got in 
a hurry to plant. I do not recal)] your 
previous letter, but I do not think the 
“firing’ of the corh was due to your 
failure to apply the fertilizer two weeks 
before planting, but to some other cause 
or condition that does not appear, either 
bad preparation or injudicious cultivation 
(when soll was too wet), or poverty of 
the soll, one or all three. The barren 
stalks were probably due to poor selec- 
tion af seed corn—selecting from the crib, 
instead of from the fleld. The ‘“‘firing’”’ 
and “barren stalks” were certainly not 
due to exhaustion of the fertilizer. 
What went with the plant food if it did 
not enter the plant, and thence into 
the ear? Didn’t you have a drought 
before and at silking time? 


THE CATTLB TICK WAR. 
(From The Rural New Yorker.) 
The Southern States Association of 
Commissioners of Agriculture held its 
seventh annnual meeting in Richmond, 
Va., November 22-24. and had a most 
successful and entertaining meeting. 
While tobaccg, frults, dairying, cotton 
and the boll weevil each had its share 
of the programme, immigration led in in- 
terest, with the cattle tick a close sec- 
ond, the latter being considered a mat- 
ter for immediate solution, and of great 
practical value, in connection with the 
improvement of farming methods by di- 


ryersification of crops {in the south, especi- 


ally as supplementary to the raising of 
the peculiarly southern crops. Inasmuch 
as the other topics considered were more 
or less local in their application, and 
the “cattle tick’’ question does have nmbre 
or less bearing upon the entire cattle 
industry of states contiguous to and even 
remote from the cotton growing states, 
and since congress will be asked to 
appropriate considerable sums in ensuing 
years for the eradication of this pest, it 
may be of some interest to enter into a 
fuller discussion-of the matter. 

Rather unexpecsedly to all who have 
not been conversant with the subject, the 
cotton boll weevil has been the chief ex- 
citing cause leading to a desire for im- 
provement in cultural methods, and for 
the production of more cattle to con- 
sume the products of rotation crops 
throughout Texas and Loulsiana. While 
the experiment station of Louisiana has 
demonstrated that cattle which ‘top’ 
th? market may be raised in that state, 
it has also experienced the relentless 
fact that the cattle tick handicaps all 
the efforts of the planter in that direc- 
tion, and that the ticks must be exter- 
minated by concerted state and federal 
action before any marked and perma- 
nent improvement can be made, That 
such tick eradication is entirely feasible 
over large areas and ultimately in alfof 
the south has been amply demonstrated 
by North Carolina, where Veterinarian 
Tait Butler, acting under the commis- 
sioners of agriculture, has eliminated the 
tick from the pastures and cattle of 
twelve counties, gand is continuing the 
work in other unties, any of which 
equal the areas of small states. The 
meeting of the commissioners of agricul- 
ture of eleven states to discuss and final- 
ly to ask for an appropriation for the 
eradication of cattle ticks was the culmi- 
nation of a long series of events, ren- 
dered possible since early in the nineties, 
when the United States department of 
agriculture worked out the facfs con- 
cerning the cattle tick and the disease it 
carries to northern or non-immune cat- 
tle. A few years prior to that time the 
department had establ’shed a more or 
less effective quarantine upon the move-
